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THE extreme scarcity of English Base Songs is well known to those who are at all interested in the 
subject; and it has consequently been thought, that to the Amateur Base Singer, any addition, however small, 
to his very limited repertory, would be acceptable. Accordingly, a selection has been made of the best Base 
Songs to be found in the English dramatic works of the first half of the last century —Songs, which have xever 
been reprinted, and, as originally printed, were without any arranged Pianoforte accompaniment, sometimes 
having only a figured hase, and sometimes a full score. No alteration will be made in the Music of any of the 
Songs; and if any change should occasionally be suggested, it will be indicated by a smaller note. It will, 
however, occur that, in a few instances, a word, or two or three words, will be changed. Occasionally, short 


passages, where they could be obtained, and it was otherwise deemed advisable, of the Recitative or Dialogue 





from the scene in which the Air occurs, are prefixed, as tending to give that explanation which dramatic music 








so often requires. ‘When it is considered how few works, even of those produced by men of acknowledged talent, 


survive for any number of years, we may reasonably presume that many totally-forgotten Operas contain 





compositions which might still be used, if they were only made accessible, and brought together upon the 


principle of supplying each one with that which he more especially requires. 


Should this First Set of Base Songs be favourably received, it will be followed by two other sets, also 
containing 'I'welve Base Songs each, from the Dramatic Works of the same period.
